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III- REMARKS 

Claims 1-23 remain in the application. Claims 8 and 19 have 
been amended. 

Applicants appreciate the indication that claims 1-7, 16-18, 22 
and 23 are allowed. 

Applicants appreciate the indication that claims 9, 14, and 15 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including 
all the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. However, Applicants believe that these claims are 
patentable a3 they stand for the reasons stated below. 

Applicants respectfully submit that claims 8, 10-13, and 19-21, 
are not anticipated by Serikawa et al. (US 6,028,845, 
"Serikawa" ) . 

Serikawa fails to disclose test data, which is mapped exactly 
into two consecutive frames for the downlink, and then 
transmitted back encoded in one frame in the uplink. 

Serikawa is silent about any synchronization problems, which are 
caused by a test data, which is mapped exactly into two 
consecutive frames, i.e., synchronization problems that occur 
when signalling data using a half-rate AMR (Adaptive Multirate) 
codec is sent in two frames in a downlink and then sent back in 
one frame in an uplink. The problems are further disclosed in 
the present application in paragraphs [0050] - [0052] . Thus, it 
is evident that one with ordinary skill in the art would not 
learn to solve the problems solved by the present invention by 
reading Serikawa. 
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Serikawa also fails to disclose or suggest transmitting test 
data frames back to the testing apparatus encoded in one. frame. 
Applicants find no disclosure in Serikawa related to this 
feature . 

At least for these reasons, Applicants submit that independent 
claims 8 and 19 and dependent claims 10-13, 20 and 21 are not 
anticipated by Serikawa. 

For all of the foregoing reasons, it is respectfully submitted 
that all of the claims now present in the application are 
clearly novel and patentable over the prior art of record, and 
are in proper form for allowance. Accordingly, favorable 
reconsideration and allowance is respectfully requested. Should 
any unresolved issues remain, the Examiner is invited to call 
Applicants' attorney at the telephone number indicated below.
